We print this week several communications on the subject of Book- 
sellers’ credit, and shall be happy to receive further views on the same 
topic. Correspondents may rest assured that this journal desires only 
to further the best and broadest interests of the Trade, and that it is 
committed to no special or narrow policy. The meeting at which the 
four months’ resvlutions were adopted, was entirely independent of the 
Book-Publishers’ Association, being a movement on the part of pub- 
lishers induced by peewtiar circumstances; and before any conclusion 
wes arrived at, the matter was very thoroughly considered and dis- 
cussed,

Tread with much attention, in your issue of November 14th, the 
proceedings of the meeting of Book-Publishers held in your city with 
reference to shortening terms of credit, and imposing other additional 
exactions upon purchasers. Tama Western retail-book-merchant, and in

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I have watche several years the currents of trade, sjutied the profits 
and losses, the at es and disadvantages of the business. 





No one of course doubts the right of publishers to say on what 
terins they will sell, or ean afford to sell their books, Buyers have an 
equal right to say on what terms they can afford to purchase—it takes 
two to make abargain. If publishers dictate terms that buyers cannot 
in justice to themselves accede to, their books must remain upon their 
hamds, and the retailer will seck other investments for his capital. It 
becomes therefore the interests of the publisher to look also to the inter- 
ests of the buyer, that the business of both be not mutually injured. This 
I know they profess to have done in the report submitted on that occas 
sion: but it should be remembered the whole business was ex parte, and 
the retailer had uo representative there to plead his cause. 

The conclusions to which the publishers came were—the reduction 
of credits to four months—the exaction of exchange on notes, ete. For 
one, I have a strong protest to urge against this contemplated change, 
and in it I doubt not, I shall be sustained by the great majority of book- 
sellers in the country.

Having weighed the matter carefully, and brought to bear upon it the 
results of some experience, I have determined to go on with my pro- 
posed communication, but on the other side! 1 am disposed to try 
these short credits, for I believe they will be for my benefit, in the end. 
If the Publishers will only stich to it, and treat all alike, Lam satisfied, 
and declare myself an advocate of the four months’ plan. In the course 
of my raminations, some things occurred tu me which have brought me 
to this way of thinking. 

A few years since, my neighbor Dobson and I were the only book- 
sellers in this place. We were then doing a fair living business, paying 
for our bread and butter, and laying aside a trifle beside. We sold for 
cash or nearly so, and had no trouble in paying our notes, and even 
buying a considerable portion of our stock for cash. At least, this was 
the case with myself, and, I doubt not, with Dobson. One day says 
Dobson to me, “ Did you know we were going to have another book- 
store here, Hobson?” * No,” said I, “is it a tact?” “So t] Will

Snooks has taken a store and gone East after a stock of books.” “ Will 
Snooks! Why the fellow has not a dollar in the world, and 
knows nothing whatever about the book business, or any other. Who'll 
trust him with books? ”—-— But trust him they did, as [ found to 
my cost afterward, and (I rejoice to add,) as these who trusted him 
found to their cost too! Snooks, it seemed, had got letters from some 
good-natured people who “thought he would do all he agreed to,” and 
out came a big stock of goods, Snooks having nothing to lose, thought 
he might as well be hung tor a sheep as a lamb, and so went ona big 
figure. The next thing was to sell the books. The first move was to 
bring down prices; thento credit Tom, Dick and Harry. Dobson and 
I, who had capital and had something to !gse, must follow suit or lose our 
business. We had a stirring time of it, for a while. Not that any more 
books were sold, but if any one wanted a book, between the three of us 
he managed to get it at less than cost, or on credit. The next event was 
Snooks’s failure paid forty cents on the dollar in stock. Then 
Dobsen failed ——paid fifty cents on the dollar in 6,12, 18 and 24 
months. I did not fail, but I came very near it. Ilowever, things be- 
gan to look better, and Dobson and I began to take conrage. After a 
while, however, another man of the Snooks pattern finding how easy it 
was to get books on six months’ credit or on sale from Eastern publish- 
ers, started astore. This gentleman has now gone East to try to get 
those amiable gentlemen the publishers to take sixty cents on the dollar 
on long time. Meanwhile, instead of doing a living business, I aim losing 
money. No buying for cash with me now. Everybody wants to 
“open an account,” which I must consent to, or Jose the customer. The 
business is not worth doing, and unless something turns up, | intend to 
quit it, and put what capital I have left into something in which it will 





Rin if the publishers will stick to this four months’ arrangement, I 
have hopes that it will mend matters. In the first place, we shall say 
to our customers, (shall because we must,) ‘“* No more running accounts 
payable when convenient. We must pay for our stock nearly as soon as 
we get it here, and you mnst pay us cash. Sorry, —— but these ras- 
cally eastern publishers have cut down credits, and we can’t help our- 
selves.” This will work well, I think. Then we must sail closer to the 
wind, —— order in smaller quantities, and turn our capital oftener. 
This will lessen bad stock. Last, not least, I have my doubts, whether 
the gentlemen of the Snooks pattern will undertake to do business with- 
out capital, if they have to buy their stock on four montis. 

I give in my adhesion therefore to your four months’ plan, Messrs. 
Publishers; only stick tio it, and I am willing to try it.

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LITERATURE AT PARIS. 
From the Correspondence of the New York * Tribune.” 


The literary event of the month is the appearance of “ Les Derniéreg 
Chansons de Béranger.” These lyries, to which the general title of 
Chansons hardly does justice, are ninety-two in number, Meny of them 
are something higher and larger than songs, even than songs of Béran. 
ger. Many of them belong to the first order of lyric poetry by form and 
sentiment; the machinery of the song proper, that is, the indication of 
the air at the head of the piece and the burden at the close of each 
stanza, is often omitted. They are the poems of an old man: not that 
they contain a line touched with the weakness of senility—for vigor of 
thought and exquisite finish of artistie form they are not surpassed by 
any of his earlier productions—but the wit, 2s fine as ever, is rather 
lanbent than mordant; the ebullient gayety as passed into a smiling 
cheerfulness; the militant ardor of the revolutionist is changed to the 
reflective calmness of the philosopher. But Béranger remains béranger; 
no other ian could have written any one of these ninety-two poems; 
not one of the mcontains a line inconsistent with the spirit of any line he 
ever penned ; the last piece in the collection, an Adien to France, doubt. 
less composed when he felt death upon him, is marked with that charae- 
nature of 


tiie 


teristic accent of patriotic emotion, Which, in him, was of the 
filial love: 
“ Adored mother, adieu. Let thy sacred name 
Ke the last that my lips utter! 
lias any Frenchman better loved thee?” 


Sinee I have once committed the crime of prose translation on this 
Adieu, I will repeat it on the last stanza of a charming little poein, an 
Adieu to Paris, written at the time he was living in the valley of the 
Loire, in which he depicts with the most graceful rural imagery, his love 
of independence and tranquillity : 


“ Trees and streams, birds and roses, 
Yes, I heed you: Adieu, Paris! 
I amuse myself with the simplest things, 
When I think on God I smile; 
What do I want? A little shade, 
A few poor to bless me ; 
And, for the long sleep that is coming, 
The graveyard of the village. 
And so echo repeats softly— 
Go notaway. 


Béranger’s devotion to verse deprived France of a prose writer whose 
productions would have taken rank, for style, wit, and good sense, in 
her highest literature. Proof of this appears in whatever prose he ever 
published, but nowhere more strikingly than in the long pretace to this 
posthumous volume. ‘To use a modern phrase, “it defines the position” 
of the writer; to use an older term, it presents the “apology” of his 
life as a literary man, a political man, and a private man. He insists 
upon his rights and tastes in this latter quality with much earnestness 
and humor, No author was ever more careful to deserve or more highly 
valued a true literary fame than he; but no man ever felt greater aver- 
sion to an ostentatious celebrity; few men ever sacrificed more for the 
sake of personal independence, or guarded their personal dignity more 
jealously. Excepting the ten new songs which he presented to his friend 
and publisher, M. Perrotin in 1847, he was silent for the public after 
1833. lie says: 

“Surely, | would not have suddenly withdrawn from the literary 
career, if it were possible for a writer to divide his life into two parts; 
his works for the public, his person for himself. 1 would fain have been 
able to say, almost with Sosie, one me walks in the streets, when be is 
sung and applauded ; and the other me sees and hears him from the win- 
dow without being recognized or saluted by the passers by. But that is 
hardly possible, if one presents himse}fas the champion of the people's 
interests, at a time when politics (la politique) passes its battalions in 
daily review, and makes it desirable that soldiers as well as leaders should 
know each other. 

“ Besides, a general publicity is now the order of the day. With its 
great advantages there naturally result some inconveniences. Every one, 
for example, assumes the right to print your letters without your con- 
sent. Your portrait or your bust, made irom memory or even by pure 
invention, is displayed in shop windows to the idle gaze of the passers- 
by. In short, if you count a journalist among your friends, Le, discover- 
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les in you, ents you into columns and sells you 
at so much the line, **® What [have most envied the great i 

of the time of Louis XTV., next to their genius, is the sort of obscurity 

jn which they were permitted to wrap their. modest lives: not making of 
the noise of their reputation a constant necessity, they knew how to 
pass their lives in i} it silence whieh, with -us, so quickly follows loud 
applause. If one of them was a2 husband or father, he was not surprised 
that his wile aud children were ignorant of the very titles of his works. 
So quiet was the existence of several of these great men, that it has been 
ditlicult to compose historical notices of them more than twenty lines 
—to the great discontent of traders in biograpliy. 

“This way of viewing things is not to be passed to the’ eredit of 
philosophy ; | owe it simply to y love of independence, It will ex- 
plain the happiness I felt in ceasing, atter 1833, to oceupy the public 
with myself, On this account, and trom the political point of view, 
some persons have censured and even attacked me; I have heard my 
silence treated asa crime. I am not sure that there were not certain 
ones, who had been unable to get themselves bought, who went so far 
as to say that I-was sold.” 

Bératfger justifies the silence of his muse by reasons gravely and 
humorously put, which must be satisfactory to all. More cogent among 
these reasons than his love of tranquillity were a true patriotisin, a sim- 
ple modesty, and a serupulous sense of justice. The nobleness of this 
rare character and the soundness as well as aenteness of Béranger’s 
political views, are admirably set forth in this part of the preface. Not 
wishing to remain idle, and believing he could no longer do the eountry 
some service by writing political songs, he meditated the composition of 
“a work in prose for the education of the working classes, in order to 
put his old age to use.” Unfortunately for the working classes and for 
us all, a modest fear (which the old patriot more modesily designates as 
a puerile vanity) of his inability to bring the work, in point of mere lit- 
erary art, up to the exacting standard le proposed to himself, prevented 
its execution. Ile then undertook the Biography of Cotemporaries, and 
continued it for some time; but here the tear of doing injustice to others 
restrained him, and he destroyed the manuscripts. Another cause, that 
rarely influences nowadays the writers of biographies, was for a part 
in the renouncing of this work. These brief extracts cannot be better 
terminated than with the statement of it in hisown words: 

“If there is a pleasure in reversing unjust verdicts by correcting er- 
roneous or over-violent accusations, how deep is the pain when, for the 
sake of truth, it is necessary to detract from the lustre of a noble life, 
which virtue or high intellect has not availed to preserve utterly free 
from error—above all, if one is convinced, as_I am, that to needlessly 
and recklessly destroy the admiration of the people for its great men is 
to labor at its demoralization.” 

We have no other very marked new book of late except L’Insecte by 
Michelet, of which I tried to speak, with the praise it merits, before its 
publication in beok form, Certain classes of books that have appeared 
within the year are worthy of notice by classes, as indicating the move- 
ment of French literature. It is not intended, by this remark, to ques- 
tion the value of the individual works, the mere catalogue of which 
would alone fill this letter. Next to the voluminous additions to the 
mass of French historical literature, an unusually large number of relig- 











_ lous works have been published this year, theoretical and practical, pole- 


mical, didactic and narrative, and, meaning no disrespect, high fantastic. 
The majority of these are intended for the confirming of readers in the 
Catholic Roman faith, or for their conversion thereto; contrary-similar 
Protestant writings are also not wanting. 

After history and religion, political economy has been a most fertile 
theme. Under this should be included the treatises, plays, poems and 
sermons on Finance. And here let me particularize La Monnaie de la 
Banque, by M. Paul Coq, a treatise specially interesting at the moment 
from its subject, and highly spoken of by competent critics, 

The present is the “season” of one class of literature highly favored 
in France, and worthy of some attention, as furnishing a curious study 
of popular tastes. This is the literature of Almanacs and Annuaires, of 
which something over a hundred are yearly published, each having its 
“specialty ” of Napoleonism, astrology, theatricals, saints, puns, and so 
forth. through the long catalogue of human interests, whims and errors, 

Then there is the occasional department of literature. A few years 
numerous hack writers and some of their betters were writing a library 
of history, fiction, and speculation on Rasso-Turkish themes. Now every 
week brings us a new volume ar two of history, travel, statistics, com- 
piled description or confessed fiction, of which India and Indian affairs 
are the base. 

Less important in any respect than any of the above, but quite 
flourishing of late in its little way, is what may be called the old-family 
department of letters. We have altogether a half dozen or more little 





new books and pamphlets treating all of nobility, the very ¢ xistence of 
which, let alone their contents, indicates a curious trait in French national 
character. 
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THE WRITING FEVER. 
From the New York * Express.” 


It seems to have been for a long time an established procedure in 
the grainmar of different languages, to present to the student the verb 
“to love” for his first essay in conjugation; the modes and tenses of 
that verb being supposed to be in constant requisition. In the present 
age, however, “to love” is no longer the real primary verb in life’s 
vocabulary. To buy, to sell, to discount, to embezzle, would have 
claims of greater usance, to entitle them to precedence. And more than 
all, now when “ the engines of rags and lampblack,” as somebody calls 
the press, is the fuleruin on which the world is moved, when the “ great 
globe itself” is swaddied in literature as a parcel is wrapped in paper, 
when the fever of seribbling is the prevailing epidemic, the verb “ to 
write ” is entitled to first citation in all modern grammars. 

Literature las become the wet nurse of life; and out of the mouth 
of babes and sucklings come poems, plays, and novels. Who has not 
written or “adapted” a drama in three or five acts, and offered it at 
Laura Keene’s or Wallack’s! Where is the man, woman, or child who 
is not prepared to go into print witha Tale ora volume of fugitive 
pieces—provided only a publisher can be found courageous enough to 
further the enterprise! “ Oh, that mine adversary had written a book ! ” 
was Job's prayer; that no friend of ours will do anything of the sort, is 
the converse conjuration of the present day. . 

Look at the advertised list of new works in times when no panic pre- 
vails; let one bethink himself of the amount of reputed literary genius 
in his own circle; and Jet him retlect how many works there are that 
never see the light. If the calculation is pursued, the product will re- 
veal such an estimate of the writing powers of the age as must appal the 
stoutest meditator. Every man is his own poet, novelist, drainatist, 
biographer, and reviewer. Yes—the very harmless young man who 
has perpetrated a play and got it produced, steps into a newspaper oflice 
and writes a long critique setting forth its extraordinary merits, which 
appears the next morning. The reporter, whose business it is to take 
down in shorthand the proceedings at some scandalous trial, comes out 
the next week with a book, and the nom de plume of “Traysick,” or 
something equally suggestive and euphonions; and is not disconcerted 
though the volume fall dead from the press. ‘The world knows nothing 
of its greatest men,” is a sentence very consoling to self-appreciative 
mediocrity. The contemplation of these facts may be left, as the Spee- 
tator says, “to the consideration of the curious;” for we could not 
hope to dispose satisfactorily of the alarming enquiries growing out 
oft it. 

If the ambitious individuals affected with this epidemic would only 
follow the advice of Hamlet, and play the fool only in their own houses, 
there would be some consolation and hope for oppressed publishers ; nor 
would they need to shiver when they pass the grocers—nor tear to look 
at the paper in which the butter-rolls have been wrapped—nor_ tremble 
to view the inside of the trunk! Then would the pale, thin, long-suf- 
fering wife at home—kept awake night after night to hear stupid 
scenes read, or by the blaze of the gas at her head-board, or in cooking 
the oysters and opening the beer-bottles for the “literary friends” and 
newspaper critics, assembled to hear the piece “founded” on the last 
Parisian novelty—enjoy sweet and undisturbed repose, and the child 
would be tauglit “to love” before learning “ to write.” 


Witerary Intelligence. 


Dr. David Friedrich Strauss, the author of the “ Life of Jesus,” has writ- 
ten a work on Ulrich von Hutten, the champion of the Reformation, which 
has just left the press. It consists of two volumes, and we hear from Ger- 
many that it unfolds a full, rich, and correct picture of the man and the time 
it treats of, and must, in fact, be considered the first biography of Hutten 
really exhausting its subject. —Athenaum,

It may occur to s that the good in Burr is too conspicuously displayed, or 
his faults too lightly touc! this volume. ‘l'o such | desire to sny that, in my opinion, 
it is the good 1 a man Ww t stray, thet ought must to alarm and warn his fellow- 
men. To suppress the gon od qua inke s and deeds of a Burr is only less immoral than to sup- 
press the faulis ofa Washington. In either case, the practical use of the Example is lost. 
Who can hope to imitate a perfect character? Who fears that he sball ever resemble an 
unredeemed villain? 

Besides, Aaron Burr has had hard measure at the hands of his countrymen. By men 
far beneath him, even in moral respects, he has been most cru elly and basely belied. Let 
the truth of his marvellous ory be told at lust. If, here and there, my natural and just 
indignation at the unworthy treatment to which his name bas been subjected, has biased 
me slightly in bis favor, the error, I trust, will not be thought unpard mable, Aaron Burr 
was no ang el; he was no devil; he was a ‘man, and a—tilibuster.
